It seems that our Sunday schools are 
criticised by trained educators from 
three points of view: a., in their organi- 
zation; b., in their lessons; c., in their 
teaching. In this, the first of the three 
articles which I hope to write, I shall 
deal with the criticisms directed towards 
the lessons. 

The present system of Sunday school 
lessons, by which all-the scholars of all 
the schools in-our country may study 
the same lesson on the same day, wasa 
great achievement in its time. ~- Most of 
us Uo not realize that the lessons were 
not always uniform. Yet the system is 
really but little over thirty years old. 
Thirty years, however, make a genera- 
tion; and the past thirty years have 
made a.generation most active in the 
science of education... When, therefore, 
the wisdom of 1873 is scanhed by the 
wisdom of 1003, several weak points ap- 
pear in the plans then devised. 

First, last and all the: time, the uni- 
form desson system ignores almost com- 
phereby the fact -of. a° child’s. growth in 
intelligence and natural interests. ‘The 
boy of six and the woman of sixty are 
set to Study the same lesson, possibly in |. 
Genesis, possibly. in’ Acts, it may be in 
Paul's epiStle to the Romans. Both may 
be equally interested when they happen, 
as they did last month, to study the ac-

ever, the lesson’ came in Romians, : as/it- 
did on*the Sunday previous,. with the 
subject,/"The Life-giving Spirit,’ “the

An awkwardness like this has longs 


~beén Yecognized; and the uniform sys- 

tem has tried to.overcome it by devising 
three grades of “lesson helps,’’ primary, 
interniediate and senior. Very little ex- 
amination of these is needed, however, 
to prove that they .do not differ much, 
one from-the other. In fact, when a 
theological lesson as distinet from an 
historical lesson occurs, they cannot 
differ much. Asa result of experience, 
many of our primary departments have 
abandoned the international lessons al- 
together. ‘They have substituted simple 
lessons in the life of Christ. 

In doing so they have followed, gener- 
ally speaking, a sound instinct. Many 
women and sume men are experts, toa 
modest degree, in child psychology, 
even if they do not know what the word 
“psychology” means or how to. spell it. 
They know what interests childien of 
six, nine, twelve, fifteen, and they know 
what bores them. ‘They know what im- 
presses, what makes no -impression: 
‘they know that stories are best for one 
age, history for another, suggestions in 
morals for another, concrete’ religious 
conversation for stillanother age. ‘They

New Hamp- 
| shire street railway system, the select- 
men: accompanied them over the local 
lines, in a car equipped with a new 
2000 candle power are headlight to in- 
spect its workings. 

It will be remembered that the fran- 
chise of the Lawrence and Methuen 
company calls for electric lights to. be 
placed at various dangerous” spots 
along the line, and that the company 
has as yet, failed to. do so.

; found that the light was so powerful 
that objects 600 or 700 feet ahead of the 
car could be seen on the track, - and 
that the light cast,a shadow at.a dis- 
tance of a quarter of a mile. :
